Teheran. Nov. 23.—The shah of Per- 
*la has definitely decided that the peo­ 
ple shall not have a constitution and 
his proclamation to that effect will 
be posted in the mosques. It has been 
evident for some time past that the 
shah was becoming less and less dis­ 
posed to summoning parliament, and 
only 
recently 
during 
an 
audience 
which he gave to the representatives 
of the merchants he showed signs of 
anger at the mention of the restora­ 
tion of the constitution and dismissed 
the delegates from his presence. 
In 
his proclamation, the shah says: 
“We were prepared to redeem our 
promise and convoke a parliament, 
blit we learn from the assembled rep­ 
resentatives of the people that they 
do not want a constitution. 
We have, 
therefore, decided to defer to their 
wishes and the clergy and ecclesias­ 
tics having» recognized that the estab­ 
lishment of a parliament would con­ 
flict with the laws of the Islam, we 
determine that in the future under 
no pretext shall such a parliament be 
established. 
“Nevertheless, in the interests of 
right, w’e have given the necessary 
Instructions for the maintenance of 
justice. 
We hereby summon the ec­ 
clesiastical body to communicate to 
the whole people this, our resolve, to 
protect the rights of our subjects 
and frustrate the wicked designs of 
evildoers in accordance wMth the reli­ 
gious law.” 
The “maintenance of Justice,” to 
which the shah refers, apparently has 
to do a long standing scheme to codify 
the laws. 
The British and Russian ministers, 
who have been engaged in an attem pt 
to influence the shah to restore the 
constitution, 
are 
now 
expected 
to 
bring stronger pressure to bear in 
this direction. 
The financial crisis, 
together with the long unpaid a r r e a r s 
in the sa’aries of the government offi­ 
cials and the army, also is likely to 
aid the constitutional agitation.

Dewey, inward bound from Jamaica 
crashed into the steam er Mount Des 
ert, outward bound from Bay Ridgi 
for the fishing banks. 
The Admira 
Dewey, coming suddenly out of a fo; 
brnk, struck the Mount Desert al 
most amid ihips, opening a gash ir 
the fishing vessel that extended fron 
the upper deck to the w ater’s edge 
There were 450 passengers, including 


20 women and 
6 (' ?dr-n, on the 
Mount Desert and the Admiral Dewey 
carried 45 passengers. 
Panic Immediately followed the eo' 
lision and it was due to the prompt 
action of Captain 
Davidson of the 
Dewey that a catastrophe was avert 
cd, for the passengers on the fishing 
steamer began climbing over the guard 
rails of that vessel and leaped for the 
dec k of the Admiral Dewey. 
Had he 
backed his steamer away many would 
have fallen into the water. 
CnptMn 
Davidson kept the steamer moving 
slowly ahead and this held the prow 
of the fruit steamer into the rent that 
had been made and afforded a board­ 
ing place for the frightened passen- 
bers of the Mount Desert. 
Thus the two steamers moved slow­ 
ly toward the east bank of the lower 
bay, while a wild scene was taking 
place on the decks. 
In the space of fifteen minutes ful­ 
ly 350 of the passengers of the Mount 
Desert sprang to the deck of the Ad­ 
miral Dewey. 
By this time the Ad­ 
miral Dewey had pushed the Mount 
Desert close to the east bank, and 
Captain Davidson signalled to have 
the engines stopped and a few min­ 
utes later the boats drifted apart. 
Later the Mount Desert steamed to 
South Brooklyn, where she docked to 
permit the rest of the passengers to 
go ashore. 
Meantime 
the 
Admiral 
Dewey had been taken up the river to 
her pier, where her own and the pas­ 
sengers from the Mount Desert were 
landed.

A HELPFUL ONE 


Sessions of Farmers’ Institute 
Saturday Were Full of In­ 
terest to all 


LARGEST 
EVER 
HELD 
HERE 


Both the Attendance and the In­ 
terest Easily Eclipsed any 
Previous Effort 


Ah stated in Saturday’s 
D ispa t c h , 
the farm er’s institute held in Brainerd 
on that day was one of the most inter­ 
esting and instructive ever held in 
Brainerd. 
The w eather was beautiful 
and the farm ers came in from far and 
near to attend the forenoon session 
com fortably filling the seating capacity 
of the district court room 
1 he instruc­ 
tors, F. B. McLaren, of Wrenshal, C. 
E. Brown, of Elk River, and N. E. 
Chapman, of Owatonna 
divided the 
tim e at each session. 
Mr. 
McLaren, 
who is in charge of the work, opened 
the session with a few general rem arks 
a fte r which Mr. 
Brown took up the j 
question of crop rotation. 
He urged ^ 
this strongly, l>ecause of the fact th at 
certain crops put back into soil w hat j 
others removed and vice versa. 
One of the crops in rotation he urged 
should be clover, with some timothy. 
The reason for the latter is th at should i 
the clover w inter kill the first year in 
spots, because of shallow pools of wat- 
er standing on the frozen ground, then 
the timothy will come up and give a crop 
of hay over the entire field. Mr. Brown 
advised th at the clover be sowed with 
oats, w heat or barley one year, allowed | 
to raise a crop of hay the next, then j 
be plowed under. 
He did not deem it 
advisable to try to secure more than 
one y ear’s crop from it at each sowing. | 
Mr. Brown was followed by N. E. 
Chapm an, who talked on the farm er,s 
garden. 
Mr. Chapman believes that 
the man who get a square meal gets a 
square deal, and th at if the farm er does 
not get three square meals a day it is 
his own fault because he can raise every 
essential part of it himself, and what j 
he cannot raise he can trade the stuff 
he does raise and get. 
He declared for : 
a farm garden of not less than five 
acres, including asparagus, rhubarb, 
straw 'berries. etc. 
He says there is no 
reason why the farm ers should not live 
th e best of any class in the world in­ 
stead of the poorest, as is often the 
case. 
Mr. Chapman told how he han­ 
dled a five-acre garden near Owatonna, 
and of the good things to be had from 
it. 
He advocated planting everything 
in long rows so th a t they could be cul­ 
tivated with the corn plow, thus mak­ 
ing it very little work, in comparison to 
the results, to raise a lartre garden. 
He planted peas and beans on the ground 
afte r digging his early potatoes and 
had green peas and string beans as late 
as the 12th of October. 
Some straw 
was kept alongside of the rows of beans 
to cover them up at night should the 
w heather turn cold. 
He m aintained 
th at the variety of food which could be 
had w ithout cash outlay with a good, 
large garden, was an imp« rian t factor 
in keeping the family healthy and con- 
tented. 
Mr. McLaren then took up the ques- j 
tion of the dairy cow. 
He started out 
by saying th at the ,men who declared i 
they could tell by the looks of a cow 
how much bu tter fat she would give in 
the year wTere away off. 
No man can 
tell th at by lopking a t a cow any more 
than a horseman can tell by the looks 
of a horse w hether he can make a rec­ 
ord of 2:30, 2:15 or 2:05. 
A horseman 
can tell when a horse is built for a 
tro tte r and when for a d raft horse, a 
cow man can tell when 
a cow is built 
for a dairy animal or a beef producer. 
He then outlined the three main points 
to be looked for in selecting a dairy 
cow. 
First, a large “ middle piece,” 
or barrel. 
The digestive and assimila­ 
tive organs, the heart and the lungs 
are in this portion of the animal; it is 
the m anufacturing plant of the cow 
which turns the feed into milk and but­ 
te r fat. 
Hence, the larger the capaci­ 
ty in this direction the better. 
The 


second essential is a large roomy fram e, 1 
which is usually an indication that the 1 
animal will naturally turn its food into 
milk rath er than into beef 
The third 
requirem ent is a good, 
large smooth 
udder with four large, evenly placed 
teats. 
The udder should be large that 
it may hold much milk and it have 
large, well placed teats th at the opera- , 
tion of milking may be easy and speedy. 
Mr. McLaren declared th at nearly 
every question arising in dairying could 
be answered by a daily weighing of the 
milk from each cow and then testing it 
at least once a month, oftener if pos­ 
sible. 
The daily weighing will show 
w hether or not the farm er is getting 
pay for the feed he is buying. 
It will 
tell w hether the cows are dropping off 
by being turned out of doors during 
cold w eather, etc. 
In fact there are 
few if any questions arising in the 
dairy business 
which a 
system atic 
weighing and testing of the milk of 
each cow will not help to solve. 
Es­ 
pecially will it show which cows are 
paying the dividends and which are 
merely star borders. 
At the afternoon session there was 
was even a larger attendance than in 
the forenoon. 
The question of dairy 
feeding was discussed by Mr. M cLar­ 
en. 
He advised 
the feeding of one 
pound of feed, exclusive of rough fo r­ 
age, for each three pounds of milk giv 
en. 
Nothing is more unfair to the 
cows or more unprofitable to the farm ­ 
er than the feeding all the cows of the 
herd, regardless of size or capacity an 
equal ration. 
If root crops are to be 
fed, then the feed ration should be cut 
in two and four times the weight of the 
grain ration fed < f root crop*. 
For ex­ 
ample, if a cow gives 12pounds of milk 
she should be given four pounds of 
grain. 
If roots are to be fed then she 
should be given two pounds of grain 
and IB pounds of roots. 
Mr. McLaren 
is strongly in favor of the Guernsey 
breed of dairy cattle. 
He does not be­ 
lieve in the dual purpose cow. 
It does 
not pay to keep a cow a t a loss for ten 
years that one may g et a few more dol­ 
lars for her carcass in the end. 
Mr. Chapman spoke in the afternoon 
upon poultry. 
He believes the old hen 
should be given a square deal. 
He 
showed th at the poultry 
products of 
the United States amounted to over 
$100,000,000 a year. 
In Steele county 
alone last year the dealers bought 5,141 
cases of eggs. 
Mr. Chapman urges cleanliness and 
comfortable quarters for poultry, as 
the main essentials. Comfortable quar- 
i ters, however, do not necessarily mean 
hot ones. 
The old theory th at the en­ 
tire south side of the hen house should 
be of glass is fast being relegated to 
the rear. 
The lower half of the win­ 
dows, according to Mr. Chapman should 
be of common muslin to let in an abun-

It has been 
evident for some tim e past th a t the 
shah was becom ing less and less dis­ 
posed to summoning parliam ent, and

during

audience 
which he gave to the representatives 
of the m erchants he showed signs of 
anger at the m ention of the restora­ 
tion of the constitution and dismissed 
the delegates from his presence. 
In 
his proclamation, the shah says: 
“We were prepared to redeem our 
promise and convoke a parliam ent, 
but we learn from the assembled rep­ 
resentatives of the people th at they 
do not want a constitution. 
W e have, 
therefore, decided to defer to their 
wishes and the clergy and ecclesias­ 
tics having* recognized th at the estab­ 
lishment of a parliam ent would con­ 
flict with the laws of the Islam, we 
determ ine th at in the future under 
no pretext shall such a parliam ent be 
established. 
“N evertheless, In the interests of 
right, we have given the necessary 
Instructions for the m aintenance of 
justice. 
W e hereby summon the ec­ 
clesiastical body to com m unicate to 
the whole people this, our resolve, to 
protect the rights of our subjects 
and frustrate the wicked designs of 
evildoers in accordance with the reli­ 
gious law.” 
The “m aintenance of Justice,” to 
which the shah refers, apparently has 
to do a long standing scheme to codify 
the laws.

Dewey, coming suddenly out of rn tov 
hank, struck the Mount D esert a1 
most amidships, opening a gash lr 
the fishing vessel th at extended from 
the upper deck to the w ater’s edge 
There were 450 passengers, including

Mount Desert and the Adm iral Dewey 
carried 45 passengers. 
Panic immediately followed the eff­ 
usion aud it was due to the prompt 
action of Captain Davidson of the 
Dewey that a catastrophe was avert 
ed, for the passengers on the flshin 
steam er began climbing over the guar 
rails of th at vessel and leaped for the 
deck of the Admiral Dewey. 
Had he 
backed his steam er away many would 
have fallen Into the w ater. 
Captain 
Davidson kept the steam er moving 
slowly ahead and this held t^ie prow 
of the fruit steam er Into the rent that 
had been made and afforded a board­ 
ing place for the frightened passen- 
bers of the Mount Desert. 
Thus the two steam ers moved slow­ 
ly toward the east bank of the lower 
bay, while a wild scene was taking 
place on the decks. 
In the space of fifteen minutes ful­ 
ly 350 of the passengers of the Mount 
D esert sprang to the deck of the Ad­ 
miral Dewey. 
By this tim e the Ad­ 
m iral Dewey had pushed the Mount 
D esert close to the east bank, and 
Captain Davidson signalled to have 
the engines stopped and a few min­ 
utes later the boats drifted apart. 
L ater the Mount Desert steam ed to 
South Brooklyn, where she docked to 
perm it the rest of the passengers to 
go ashore.

INSTITUTE WAS 
A HELPFUL ONE 


Sessions of Farmers’ Institute 


Saturday Were Full of In* 


forest to all 


LARGEST 
EVER 
HELD 
HERE 


Both the Attendance and the In­ 


terest Easily Eclipsed any 


Previous Effort 
As stated in Saturday’s 
D i s p a t c h , 
the farmer’s institute held in Brainerd 
on that day was one of the most inter­ 
esting and instructive ever held in 
Brainerd. The weather was beautiful 
and the farmers came in from far and 
near to attend the forenoon session 
comfortably filling the seating capacity 
of the district court room 
The instruc­ 
tors, F. B. McLaren, of Wrenshal, C. 
E. Brown, of Elk River, and N. E. 
Chapman, of Owatonna 
divided the 
time at each session. 
Mr. McLaren, 
who is in charge of the work, opened 
the session with a few general remarks 
after which Mr. Brown took up the 
question of crop rotation. He urged 
this strongly, because of the fact that 
certain crops put back into soil what 
others removed and vice versa. 
One of the crops in rotation he urged 
should be clover, with some timothy. 
The reason for the latter is that should 
the clover winter kill the first year in 
spots, because of shallow pools of wat­ 
er standing on the frozen ground, then 
the timothy will come up and give a crop 
of hay over the entire field. Mr. Brown 
advised that the clover be sowed with 
oats, wheat or barley one year, allowed 
to raise a crop of hay the next, then 
be plowed under. 
He did not deem it 
advisable to try to secure more than 
one year's crop from it at each sowing. 
Mr. Brown was followed by N. E. 
Chapman, who talked on the farm ers 
garden. Mr. Chapman believes that 
the man who get a square meal gets a 
square deal, and that if the farmer does 
not get three square meals a day it is 
his own fault because he can raise every 
essential part of it himself, and what 
he cannot raise he can trade the stuff 
he does raise and get. 
He declared for 
a farm garden of not less than five 
acres, including asparagus, rhubarb, 
strawberries, etc. He says there is no 
reason why the farmers should not live 
the best of any class in the world in­ 
stead of the poorest, as is often the 
case. Mr. Chapman told how he han­ 
dled a five-acre garden near Owatonna, 
and of the good things to be had from 
it. He advocated planting everything 
in long rows so that they could be cul­ 
tivated with the corn plow, thus mak­ 
ing it very little work, in comparison to 
the results, to raise a larsre garden. 
He planted peas and beans on the ground 
after digging his early potatoes and 
had green peas and string beans as late 
as the 12th of October. Some straw 
was kept alongside of the rows of beans 
to cover them up at night should the 
wheather turn cold. 
He maintained 
that the variety of food which could be 
had without cash outlay with a good, 
large garden, was an important factor 
in keeping the family healthy and con­ 
tented. 
Mr. McLaren then took up the ques­ 
tion of the dairy cow. 
He started out 
by saying that the ,men who declared 
they could tell by the looks of a cow 
how much butter fat she would give in 
the year were away off. No man can 
tell that by locking at a cow any more 
than a horseman can tell by the looks 
of a horse whether he can make a rec­ 
ord of 2:30, 2:15 or 2:05. 
A horseman 
can tell when a horse is built for a 
trotter and when for a draft horse, a 
cow man can tell when a cow is built 
for a dairy animal or a beef producer. 
He then outlined the three main points 
to be looked for in selecting a dairy 
cow. First, a large “ middle piece, ” 
or barrel. The digestive and assimila­ 
tive organs, the heart and the lungs 
are in this portion of the animal; it is 
the manufacturing plant of the cow 
which turns the feed into milk and but­ 
te r fat. Hence, the larger the capaci­ 
ty in this direction the better. The 


second essential is a large roomy frame, 
which is usually an indication that the 
animal will naturally turn its food into 
milk rather than into beef. The third i 
requirement is a good, large smooth 
udder with four large, evenly placed 
teats. The udder should be large that 
it may hold much milk and it have 
large, well placed teats that the opera­ 
tion of milking may be easy and speedy. 
Mr. McLaren declared that nearly 
every question arising in dairying could 
be answered by a daily weighing of the 
milk from each cow and then testing it 
at least once a month, oftener if pos­ 
sible. The daily weighing will show 
whether or not the farmer is getting 
pay for the feed he is buying. It will 
tell whether the cows are dropping off 
by being turned out of doors during 
cold weather, etc. 
In fact there are 
few if any questions arising in the 
dairy business which a 
systematic 
weighing and testing of the milk of 
each cow will not help to solve. 
Es­ 
pecially will it show which cows are 
paying the dividends and which are 
merely star borders. 
At the afternoon session there was 
was even a larger attendance than in 
the forenoon. The question of dairy 
feeding was discussed by Mr. McLar­ 
en. He advised the feeding of one 
pound of feed, exclusive of rough for­ 
age, for each three pounds of milk giv 
en. Nothing is more unfair to the 
cows or more unprofitable to the farm­ 
er than the feeding all the cows of the 
herd, regardless of size or capacity an 
equal ration. If root crops are to be 
fed, then the feed ration should be cut 
in two and four times the weight of the 
grain ration fed cf root crops. For ex­ 
ample, if a cow gives 12 pounds of milk 
she should be given four pounds of 
grain. If roots are to be fed then she 
should be given two pounds of grain 
and 16 pounds of roots. 
Mr. McLaren 
is strongly in favor of the Guernsey 
breed of dairy cattle. 
He does not be­ 
lieve in the dual purpose cow. It does 
not pay to keep a cow at a loss for ten 
years that one may get a few more dol­ 
lars for her carcass in the end. 
Mr. Chapman spoke in the afternoon 
upon poultry. He believes the old hen 
should be given a square deal. 
He 
showed that the poultry products of 
the United States amounted to over | 
$100,000,000 a year, In Steele county 1 
alone last year the dealers bought 5,141 
cases of eggs. 
Mr. Chapman urges cleanliness and 
comfortable quarters for poultry, as 
the main essentials. Comfortable quar­ 
ters, however, do not necessarily mean 
hot ones. The old theory that the en­ 
tire south side of the hen house should 
be of glass is fast being relegated to 
the rear. The lower half of the win­ 
dows, according to Mr. Chapman should 
be of common muslin to let in an abun­ 
dance of fresh air without a draft. A 
heavy curtain should be arranged so 
that it can be let down in front of the 
roosting place. 
The warmth of the 
fowl’s breaths will keep their combs 
and feet from freezing, which is as 
warm a temperature as they should 
have. 
Mr. Brown talked again in the after­ 
noon on crop rotation and also on the 
raising of corn. 
Mr. McLaren gave a talk on the clean­ 
ing of land of stumps, showing a model 
of a self tripping derrick for piling the 
stumps. 
Geo. A. Jones, general manager of 
the Brainerd Milling company, was 
present at the afternoon session and ad­ 
dressed the farmers on the subject of 
wheat raising, stating that tests cf 
Crow Wing county wheat made at his 
request by the government inspection 
bureau at Duluth, showed it to be 
second to none raised in the United 
States. 
There was a very interesting ques­ 
tion box, the queries being answered 
and discussed by Messrs. McLaren, 
Brown, Chapman and others present. 
The interest of the farmers and their 
wives, and there were quite a number 
of the latter present, was shown by 
the way they lingered after the ses­ 
sions to ask additional information. 
The first year there was an institute 
held in Brainerd, there were so few 
farmers in attendance that a large ma­ 
jority of the “Institute annuals’’ were 
left uncalled for, while Saturday the 
supply run short.

CHINESE 
ENVOY 
ARRIVES 


Will Convey to American Government 
the Gratitude of Hie People. 
Ban Francisco, Nov. 23.—Conveying 
to the American government the grati­ 
tude of the Chinese people for remit­ 
tance of a debt amounting to nearly 
$14,000,000, Tang Shao YI, a powerful 
figure in the affairs of the Chinese em­ 
pire, arrived in San Francisco on the 
steamer 
Mongolia. 
With 
him 
was 
Prince Tsai Fu, a member of the roy­ 
al family, and a large retinue. 
Thrice in the history of the oldest 
nation has there arisen occasion for 
the appointment of such a commission 
as’ is* "domiciled in the Fairmont ho­ 
tel, and never has a foreign power 
been so strongly represented through 
diplomatic channels during the period 
of a crisis of worldwide importance. 
In his honor the dragon flag flew from 
the mastheads of a score of Vessels 
In the bay, guns mounted on the har­ 
bor front boomed out a salute and 
thousands of his countrymen, silk 
robed or hatted, thronged the dock 
where his escort landed. 
Not until the Mongolia dropped an­ 
chor in the harbor did Tang Shao Yi 
and his staff learned that the dowager 
empress of China was dead. 
In Hono­ 
lulu the cable brought news of the 
emperor's death, but said nothing 
about 
the 
dangerous 
illness 
that 
threatened the end of the dowager 
empress’ remarkable career. 
It was 
only when Hsu Ping Shen, the consul 
general at San Francisco, boarded the 
steamer with a score of cablegrams 
from the Far East, that the distin­ 
guished visitor was acquainted with 
the full extent of the changes that 
had occurred 
since his 
departure 
Even the habitual Oriental reserve 
did not suffice to conceal his perturba­ 
tion, and while dignitaries of the state 
and government awaited his attention, 
he scanned message after message, 
apparently unconscious of their pres­ 
ence. 
In accordance with the edict 
of mourning his entire party will re­ 
main practically secluded during its 
stay of three days in this city and 
the local Chinese colonies’ arrange­ 
ments for costly banquets and other 
form of entertainment have been can 
celled. 
In other respects, however, 
the mission of the special embassy 
will lie fulfilled and Tang Shao YI. 
with the fifty members of his retinue 
will go directly to Washington, wher 
he will remain until after the inau­ 
guration of President-elect Taft.
